The cited prior art does not disclose nor suggest operating the sensing 
device to displace the physical component, such that the displaced 
physical component perturbs the electromagnetic field without physically 
contacting the electrical component structure. Regarding claim 24 the 
cited prior art does not teach detecting a perturbation in the 
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electromagnetic field resulting from a displacement of a physical 
component through a portion of the extended electromagnetic field.
